GUIDANCE DEPARTMENT 


Career Center in E House: There are two 
major components to the Career Center. The 
first is as an informational resource which 
provides students (and their parents) with 
a variety of print and AV materials. The 
second provides students with programs 
and/or services that will not only enable 
them to plan ahead, but will also enhance 
the counseling process between student and 
counselor by eliminating the need to 
disseminate routine information to each 
student. Moreover, it is expected that 
students who participate in Career Center 
programs and who avail themselves of the 
print and nonprint information will ask 
more meaningful questions of their 
counselors. 

As an information resource, the Career 
Center contains books (reference and other) 
and unbound occupational and educational 
material. There is an extensive collection 
of school and college catalogs. The 
nonprint resources include a computerized 
information system, laser video discs, a 
vases Gommisaudio' sfitmstr.iips; anda 
microcomputer. 

The second component of the Career 
Center gets students involved in various 
activities. The largest such program is 
the Mini College Fairs which run on 
successive weeks each fall. Students have 
an opportunity to talk with representatives 
from over 200 different schools and 
colleges from all over the country. A 
major advantage of this approach is the 
growth pattern that takes place in students 
from the first to the last Mini College 
Fair. 

The Boy Scout Career Exploration Program 
offers students the opportunity to explore 
potential careers through on-site 
experiences. Currently there are two such 
Programs operating; the first is at 
Hewlett-Packard for students interested in 
engineering or technical careers, and the 
second is at the Burlington Marriott for 
students interested in working In the 
hospitality industry. The meetings are 
held biweekly in the evening. The program 
is designed to give students hands-on 
experience to supplement discussions and 
film presentations. 


Each spring, College Planning Meetings 
for Juniors are held. This one session 


seminar is designed firstly to give 
students the basic information they wil| 
need to get started in their college 
selection process and, secondly, to give 
them a chance to ask any questions they 
might have concerning that process. Topics 
covered include contacting colleges for 
application packets, visiting colleges, the 

Interview, admissions criteria, how 
colleges use College Board test results, 
etc. (As time permits, similar programs 
can be made available for Seniors and for 
PSAT orientation meetings. )

Dec 82 The next phase of the school 
renovations is scheduled for this summer. 
Because of the problems completing the 
first stage on time, there is going to be 
an attempt to start the second stage in the 
spring rather than waiting for school to be 
out. 

The new teachers’ contract was ratified 
unanimously. All School Committee members 
complimented Dr. Zimmerman on her handling 
of the many factions in the negotiations. 
They also hope that advocacy groups will 
unite to support the system.

3-59 Y6éar Plan for the High Schoolk 
Problems have been identified but further 
work will be postponed until we have a new 
superintendent and principal appointed. 
Those currently holding the positions must 
concentrate on budget’ and «staff 
evaluations. Department heads have 
projected 3-5 years as to what may happen 
as the school population decreases. The 
plan is available at the Administration 
Building for perusal. 

Dave Wilson stated that LHS would lose 
10.27 teachers next year. Each major 
subject would lose 1.5; there will be one 
less guidance counselor. In order to offer 
several courses that will otherwise be 
dropped, there is a need for 3 additional 
teachers. The SC voted to allow those 3. 
Some courses will be dropped from every 
major department. There was some 
discussion about increasing class sizes vs 
dropping courses. No decision. 


Jano T2 : The High School Philosophy 
committee has rewritten the Philosophy for 
the NEASC Accreditation Process. SC 
applauded efifor ts?_ oT oRongcSc hu teks.

The four finalists for Superintendent 
have been chosen and on-site visits will 
begin next week. 

Rick White, new Town Manager, has 
requested a long-term study of financial 
management of the town. The SC was asked 
to approve participation in such a study 


which will look at all budgets in depth to 
see where there may be overlapping 
SE6FrV hces> itetc. Paul Hamburger of the 


Capital Expenditures Committee proposed 
that the Maintenance/Custodia! portion of 
the SC budget be placed instead under the 
Town budget so that the SC can concentrate 
on educational matters rather than 
maintenance. SC needs further input before 
deciding. 

Georgia Glick presented a slide show 
video of a typical day at LHS. It will be 
shown to new students. 

For the next 3 weeks, the SC will hold 
public meetings to hear from the community 
regarding possible cuts in programs for 
next year, including FLES (Foreign Language 
in Elementary Schools), Middle School! 
Interscholastic Sports, etc. 


Jan 19: Isa Zimmerman presented a brief 
overview of the budget, citing increases in 
salaries of 9.1%. In order to stick to a 
6% increase which the Selectmen and Town 
Manager want, a total of $748,000 will have 
LO Der cu te The items currently being 
looked at for possible elimination total! 
only $472,000. Some additional staff (3.7) 
will be needed at the Elementary level, 
plus .7 at Middle School! level. LHS will 
lose a guidance’ counselor, “plus! 7.7 
teachers. Three new custodians will be 
added. State-mandated programs are a 
significant factor in the budget: special 
needs tuition will rise 22.7%; special 
needs transportation 29.8%; private school 
transportation 10%. Regular transportation 
will rise 9.9% (third year of a five-year 
contract): Consultants’ fees will rise 
23.4% (many of these deal with special 
needs and thus are mandated by the state). 

ACT will lose its $9,000 artist-in- 
residence appropriation. ACT proposed that 
each school be given $100 next year (total 
$800) In order to signify that the Sc 
acknowledges its importance. 

The Community Relations Coordinator 
position will be eliminated for a savings 
of $16,500. 

The Consulting Specialists positions in 
Math, English, Science, Drama, and a 
secretarial position will be eliminated. 
Several spoke in favor of keeping these 
positions as students are directly involved 
with these people. Savings: $129,500. 
Program managers in each area will remain.

Building. 

Ilsa Zimmerman reviewed the Budget 
Process again. She gave a brief history of 
FLES. Many parents/teachers spoke in favor 
of retaining the program. Research points 
to the fact that early foreign language 
study improves grades in other subjects as 
well. Savings: $67,500. 

One Housemaster may be cut at LHS. They 
manage the physical plant of each house; 
monitor student behavior/attendance 
(discipline); communicate with parents; 
evaluate staff in their units (secondary 
evaluation). If one is eliminated, the 


others will be responsible for 350 students 
each (currently 308); staff evaluations 
will increase by 7; C House will close and 


become the Curriculum Resource Center since 
Bowman can no longer accommodate it. 
Alternative: Assign Housemasters to teach 
two courses (now teach one) and retain all 
five for one more year. 

LEAP (Lexington Educational Arts 
Program) began in 1974; is administered by 
a member of staff at no cost; brings 
artists in for live performances. Savings: 
$5,000. Many people see overlap between 
ACT and LEAP. 


Feb 2: Final interviews for Superintendent 
are underway. The School Committee hopes 
to decide on February 22. 

Ilsa Zimmerman once again presented an 
overview of budget increases and why we 
must cut some programs. There were 200 
people in attendance -- half middle School 
students who were supporting their 
Interscholastic Sports program. If Middle 
Soeoor team sports are cut, the 
consequences may be: outstanding athletes 
will dominate intramurals and cut out less 
competitive kids; students may lose 
interest from lack of competition; will 
withdraw from new Middlesex League; will 
affect high school sports; will adda fifth 
day to intramural program. Savings: $50,000 
Ralph Lord, PE Coordinator, said that 65% 
Oeeeotn graders participate [In the 
interscholastic programs, whereas perhaps 
only 10-15% participate in the intramurals. 
"Kids need to have a commitment to a team." 

One parent suggested that the SC look at 


the whole budget for cuts; he stated that 
there is a perception on the part of Town 
Meeting members that the SC is proposing to 
cut high-visibility programs in order to 
gain sympathy for their budget at Town 
Meeting. The Superintendent replied that 
tnis Sis certainiy “not trues this Is) the 
first year that cuts will need to be made 
that will directly impact important 
programs. There will be more years like 
this in the future unless the Town comes to 
grips with budgetary problems. 

sc will hold its discussion on budget 
cuts on February 22. 

Professional Development of Staff: Cuts 
will be made in workshops, seminars, 
COnSUIwatalons .

Professional Leave: maximum of 3 teachers 
take full year of leave at half-pay with no 
obligation to return to the system, 
$49,500. Sabbaticals: maximum of 6 take 
full/half year at half/full pay and must 
return to system for specified time or pay 
back sabbatical cost. The Superintendent 
recommends cutting half of this for a 
savings of $66,000. SCRAD (School 
Committee Research and Development): grants 
to teachers for instructional projects: 
$3,500. Summer Workshops on curriculum, 
program development, $30,000. None were 
held tast year. We cannot continue to cut 
summer workshops forever without detriment 
to the system. 

Delayed Starting Time, a new policy wil| 
be implemented immediately. Depending on 
the storm, school opening may be delayed 1- 
2 hours. Parents will be informed of new 
policy. This is especially important this 
year since we have several days to make up 
due to the strike and snow days already 
incurred.
